A baseball man might plead that 
he wanted to play summer ball in 
order to condition himself for the 
next season, but he couldn’t get away 
with it.

And what 
a yelp there would be from the stone 
quarries, section gangs and black­ 
smith shops where the football play­ 
ers were conditioning themselves, lf 
}thev had to do their training at those 
jobs without pay. 
Now the point is not to change the 
rules to permit a return of the con­ 
ditions w hich existed in the notorious 
old days of ‘ringers’’ when the col­ 
lege or university with the most mo­ 
ney could ‘‘buy" a championship by 
literally hiring athletes.
